aͤnd that in purſuante of that reſolution , His Ma jeſty hath nominated and pzeſented perſons to the ſeveral Bilhopzicks 
of this Kingdom: of whom ſome have been lately conſecrated and inveſted with the ſame Dignities, Church-power 
and Authozuty , which was fozmerly competent to the Archbiſhops and Biſhops of this Church, in the reignes of His 
; Royal Grand-father and Father of bleſſed memozy ; and that che allowance of the adminiſtration of this Church, in

to. d that ſpecial care be taken that all due reverence and reſpect be given by all the Subjects to the Archbiſhops 


 andBiſhops of the Church, and that they have all countenance, aſſiſtance and incouragement from the Nobility, 
Gentry and others, in the diſcharge of their Office and Service to dis Majcſty in the Church, And that ſtrict notice 
be taken of all and every one who ſhall pzeſume to reflect oz expzeſs any diſreſpect. to their Perſons, Function oz Au- 


thozitp, with which they are invelted : which his Ma jeſty requires to be intimate to the whole Lieges by Pꝛoclamation, 
viſcharging all Eccleſiaſtical Meetings in Dynods, Pzesbyteries oz Selstons, untill they be authoꝛtzed and oꝛdered by 
the Archbiſhops and Bilhops upon their entry unto the Government of their reſpective Seas, which is to be done 


ſpeedily, Therefoze in obedience of, and confozm to, His Ma jeſties Ropal plealure and command, have Oꝛdained, 
and by thele pꝛelents Oꝛdain the Lyon King at Armes and his bzethzen Heraulds, Purſevants, and Meſſengers at 
Armes, to pals to the Percat Croſſe of Edinburgh, and there by open Pꝛoclamation to make publication of His 
Majclizes Royal pleaſure fozeſaid, diſcharging all Eccleſiaſtical Meetings in Synods, Pꝛesbyteries and Seſſions, 
untill they be authoꝛtzed and ozdered dy the Archbiſhops and Bichops, upon their entering unto the Government of 
their reſpective Seas, as ſaid is; and to require all His Majeſties Subjects of whatſoever rank, quality oz degree they 
be, to give all due reverence and reſpect unto the Archbiſhops and Biſhops ; and that all the Nobility, Gentry and 
Bozronghs , Speriffs of Shires, Stewarts of Stewartries, Bapltes of Regalities, Magiſtrates of Burghs, 
Yuſtices of Peace, and other publick Mintſters within their reſpective bounds and jurisdictions, at all times, gibe all 
countenance, aſſiſtance and enconragement to them, in the diſcharge of their Office and Service to His Majcſty in the 
Church; with certification, that if any ſhall pzeſume ta reflect oz expzeſs any diſreſpect to their Perſons, Function oz 
uthozity , with which they are inveſted, they ſhallbe ſeverely and exemplar puntſhed, accozding to the nature and
